‘ We lead our Forum with a well-tempered letter 
signed by three members of the executive committee 
of the Citizens’ Committee of One Thousand for law 
enforcement, Law enforcement is here understood 
to mean the enforcement of the Eicgiteenth amend- 
ment and the Volstead act.
